Monday, the day set for the offi­ 
cial opening of the enrolment period 
is expected to be the big day, and 
it is believed that accomodations 
will be crowded in fretting all of 
the tremendous student body into 
the proper classes. 
The flood of visiting students will 
continue far into the week as teach­ 
ers are released from their work and 
are flee to come here to advance 
their educational {attainments.

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We now come to the last phase of the tragedy of the fall 
of the kingdom of Judah. 
God had pronounced the israelites 
a stiff-necked people when they foresook Him to worship a 
golden calf at Sinai and wept in the wilderness for the flesh 
pots of Egypt and this characteristic remained an outstanding 
part of their history through the centuries that followed. 
After the conquest of Canaan under Joshua the nation 
enjoyed peace for a time but eventually took up the evil 
practices of their heathen neighbors and had to be disciplined 
before they repeated and returned to the^worship of Jehovah. 
The remainder of the world had forgotten the Creator ol 
heaven and earth and it was the mission of Israel to keep the 
candle burning in the darkness until the time should come 
when the candle was to become a dazzling flame that should 
light the world. 
Hence it was essential that the little nation 
should be held to the true faith until its mission was per­ 
formed. 
For centuries the warfare between good and evil 
influences went on, Jehovah showing forth His abundant 
mercy and giving striking evidence of His power to delivei 
His people when in their extremity they turned again to Him. 
Following Joshua came the Judges, then the period of 
the kingdom first under Saul, then under David, although 
the kingdom was divided and the northern part was ruled by 
a succession of dynasties, the tiny kingdom of Judah was to 
the end ruled by the house of David from which it was God’s 
purpose to bring forth the Redeemer who would establish a 
kingdom which was to last forever. 
In previous lessons we have Been how Judah underwent 
many bitter experiences and more than once was miraculously 
delivered from the strong enemies that circled it round about, 
but now the end is drawing near and the unwelcome task of 
sounding the last warning was imposed on Jeremiah, the 
“weeping prophet.” 
At this time Bablyon was the dominant power of the 
north and under the mighty Nebuchadnezzar had become a 
great empire. 
Egypt was also a strong kingdom and follow­ 
ing the invasion by Necho and death of Josiah, Judah beearn^ 
a dependency of Egypt. 
However, this was not for long, for

Nebuchadnezzar might have blotted out the kingdom of 
Judah at that time but for some reason, probably under the 
inspiration of God, he was inclined to be lenient 
He placed 
a new king on the throne who swore fealty to Babylon and 
had he conducted himself wisely and followed the advise of 
Jeremiah the kingdom might have existed as long as did 
Babylon itself, but he was flattered and cajoled by false 
prophets into rebelling against his superior. 
Today’s lesson tells of the warnings of Jeremiah and the 
persecutions which

nature rebels against facing unpleasant truths and insists on 
deluding itself into believeing the things it wants to believe 
whether in accord with facts or not.

of his raven locks. This hulr was 
wakan and was painted red and re- 
called the times when the buffalo filled 
the plain*. It was also a symbol ot 
the coming of the White Buffalo Maid- 
eu. His medicine pouch'was formed 
from badger paws and had bears' 
claws as pendants; for It was from 
the bear that he had learned how to 
treat adults, while the badger told him 
through the medium oC dreams how 
to cure children. Ho also carried the 
bent stick -of one who 1ms dreamed 
of a wolf. But It was his renown as 
a magician, and not his success us a 
healer, that elevated him high among 
the wakan wltsliasha, ami high nhove 
the grass-root medicine men. 


Scissors Invited: "Sit down and let 


our medicines talk It over." 


But Sorrel Horse did not Intend to 


waste any dramatic effects before so 
small an audit-nee. Outside the stags 
was set for convincing Crazy Horse 
that even High Wolf, the Cheyenne, 
was far below Shuneu-luta in matters 
of magic.

part o'f; their history through the centuries that followed. 


After the conquest of Canaan under Joshua the nation 


enjoyed peace for a time but eventually took up .the evil, 
practices of their heathen neighbors and had to be disciplined 
before they repeated and returned to the^worship of Jehovah. 
The remainder of the world had forgotten the Creator of 
heaven and earth and it was the mission of Israel to keep the 
candle burning in the darkness until the< time should come 
when the candle was to become a dazzling flame that should 
light the world. 
Hence it was essential that the little nation 


should be held to the true faith until its mission was per- 
formed. 
For centuries the warfare between good and evil 


influences went on,.-Jehovah showing forth His .abundant 
mercy and giving striking evidence of His power to delivei 
His people when in their extremity they turned again to Him, 


Following Joshua came ;thc. Judges, then the period of 


the kingdom first under \Saul, then under David, although

a dependency of Egypt. 
However, this was not for long, for 


vely that never again was there any trouble from that quarter. 
Nebuchadnezzar might have blotted out the kingdom of 
Judah at that time but for some reason, probably under the 
inspiration of God, he was inclined to be lenient. 
He placed 


a new king on the throne who swore fealty to Babylon and 
had he conducted himself wisely and followed the advise of 
Jeremiah the kingdom might have existed as long as did 
Babylon itself, bat he was flattered and cajoled by false 
prophets into rebelling against his superior.

of the changes in manners, customs .and popular prejudices 
in the course of two or three hundred years. 
Pepys, for 


example, tells how startled he was to see women appear on 
the stage in the theatre "for the first time," women's parts 
having previously been, and in his time still for the most part 
being, played by handsome youths, in acfion as well as garb 
very cleverly representing the heroines featured in the dramas 
of the period. Judging from the -remark of Dr. Johnson 
about a century later, the conservative Pepys would have 
gasped in horror at sight, of a woman in the pulpit.—exchange

business of late, and the police rec- 
ords show a large increase over that 
ol. last year, 
Ho-.v, then, can the car 


manufacturer bring out a more or less 
standardized 
anti-thief 
contrivance 


that will really prevent, a car from be- 
ing stolen', and what would be tlie 
characteristics of tills perfect lock? 


The motorist of "today needs badly 


a contrivance that etm be locked or 
unlocked from the car • seat by the 
driver, or else something that will 
automatically remind the driver of Us 
existence before lie starts the engine 
again. 


Something to Confuse. 


Something which merely prevents 


the engine from being started In the 
ordinary way Is of absolutely no use. 
For example, If, the self-starter Is dis- 
connected by the car owner, there 
would be nothing to stop two or 
three men from starting the engine 
by pushing the cur with the gears In 
mesh. 
Why not give the thief con- 


structive, 
rntiier 
than 
destructive 


work? Let him build up instead of 
tearing down.. 
Destruction Is 'much 


more simple than construction, and It 
can be done with most any tool. 
Any 


prisoner, given time and a saw, can 
eventually break jail, therefore, if the 
device will break a connection of some 
.sort, perhaps something that would 
temporarily prevent tlu> (engine trans- 
mitting power to tlie differential, it 
would be more likely to confuse the 
thief than a mere locking device, which 
could easily be Destroyed, and allow 
the car to be driven away. 


It isn't the fact of potting the bet- 


ter of a thief with only u few min- 
utes' time In which to work out his 
getaway. It's got to bo something 
that will pujixlo the skilled mechan- 
ical thief, who hns no longor time In 
which to accomplish his work. 


Lock Gear in Neutral. 


The majority of old-time motorists' 


suggestions seem to turn towards some 
device which will lock the gear in neu- 
tral, nnd, by the way, there :"•<• al- 
ready numerous devices of this kind 
In existence, many oC them operated 
with a Tale key. 
The keyhole Is in 


reach of the driver, but In such n po- 
sition as to make'it awkward for the 
thief who tries tiT file off thp device. 
But here again is n destructive rath- 
er than a constructive job, which 
brings us to where we started. 


You, as a cm- owner, should take 


extra precautions if you go to unusual 
risks, In the way of leaving your car 
unattended. 
A few simple-'mechnnic:il 


changps would help complicate the 
thief's Job and, In many instances, save 
your car. 


Come on, you tinkering mechanics- 


set your ingenious brains to work on 
this most needed of automobile prob- 
lems. There is big money for the man 
•who succeeds In this venture.
